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CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  QUEEN’S  UNIVERSITY 
ALUMNAE  ASSOCIATION. 


I.  THE  ASSOCIATION. 

1.  The  Association  shall  be  called  “The  Queen’s  University  Almnnae 
Association.” 

2.  The  object  of  the  Association  shall  be: 

(а)  To  serve  as  a  bond  of  union  among  the  alumnae  of  the  University. 

(б)  To  initiate  and  promote  any  scheme  for  the  special  benefit  of  the 
women  students. 

(c)  To  promote  the  general  interests  of  the  University. 

II.  MEMBERSHIP. 

1.  Membership  shall  be  known  as: 

(a)  Associate;  (6)  Active. 

2.  Associate  members  shall  be  the  wives  of  professors  and  trustees  of  the 
University,  and  women  members  of  the  staff,  whose  names  appear  in  the 
calendar. 

3.  Active  members  shall  be  all  women  graduates  of  the  University  and 
all  alumnae  of  two  years’  standing. 

III.  RIGHTS  AND  PRIVILEGES  OF  MEMBERS. 

The  rights  and  privileges  of  members  shall  be: — 

(а)  To  make,  second  and  support  any  motion  or  amendment,  to  raise 
questions  of  privilege,  points  of  order,  questions  of  appeal,  or  any  other  point 
in  Parliamentary  practice. 

(б)  To  speak  and  vote  on  any  question  brought  before  the  Association. 

(c)  To  hold  any  office  within  the  gift  of  the  Association,  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  Article  V,  except  that  Associate  members  shall  not  be  eligible 
for  office. 

(d)  To  have  the  power  to  appoint  in  writing,  a  proxy  if  not  able  to  attend 
the  meeting. 

(e)  No  member  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  or  hold  office,  whose  fees  are 
not  paid  up  to  date. 

IV.  FEES. 

1.  The  annual  membership  fee  shall  be  $1.00. 

V.  OFFICERS. 

1.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  elected  annually  and  shall  be 
as  follows : — 
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(a)  President;  (6)  1st  Vice-President;  (c)  2nd  Vice-President;  ( d )  3rd 
Vice-President;  (e)  Secretary;  (f)  Treasurer.  These  officers,  together  with 
eight  Councillors  and  the  immediate  past  President,  and  Conveners  of  Com¬ 
mittees,  shall  constitute  the  Executive. 

2.  Either  President  or  1st  Vice-President  must  be  a  resident  of  Kingston. 

3.  The  election  of  President  must  be  held  before  the  nomination  of  the 
other  officers. 

4.  The  Levana  Society  shall  elect  one  of  the  Councillors. 

VI.— MEETINGS. 

1.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  annually  at 
Kingston  on  Good  Friday. 

2.  In  case  of  emergency,  the  President  shall  instruct  the  Secretary  to  call 
a  special  meeting. 

VII.— ORDER  OF  BUSINESS.

1.  Reading  the  minutes  of  the  previous  annual  meeting  and  executive 
meetings,  if  any. 

2.  Reading  and  disposal  of  communications. 

3.  Unfinished  business. 

4.  Treasurer’s  Report. 

5.  Reports  of  Committees. 

6.  Propositions  and  Motions. 

7.  Election  of  Officers. 

VIII.— NOMINATION  AND  ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS. 

1.  The  nomination  and  election  of  officers  shall  take  place  at  the  annual 
meeting. 

2.  Nomination  shall  be  by  Committee  of  three  appointed  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent,  and  by  open  nomination. 

3.  The  voting  shall  be  by  ballot. 

IX.— GENERAL. 

1.  Alterations  or  additions  may  be  made  to  this  constitution  only  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  at  the  annual  meeting. 

2.  Five  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Executive,  and  members  who 
cannot  be  present  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  proxy. 


EDITORIAL 


It  was  decided  at  an  Executive  meeting  of  the  Queen's  University  Alumnae 
Association,  in  January,  and  endorsed  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  that  we  have  a 
yearly  paper,  bearing  news  of  Queen’s  women,  of  where  they  are  and  what 
they  are  doing.  It  was  thought  this  might  bring  the  Queen's  women  who 
are  so  widely  scattered,  in  closer  touch  with  each  other,  and  with  the  Univer¬ 
sity.  We  Alumnae,  are  always  interested  in  the  “Journal,”  of  course,  but 
deep  down,  our  keenest  interest  is  in  what  the  “girls”  of  our  own  time  are 
doing.  The  McGill  Alumnae  have  had  a  paper  of  this  nature  for  some  years, 
and  it  was  thought  wise  to  follow  their  very  good  example  and  establish  one 
of  our  own.  In  this  paper  we  have  tried  to  follow  out  the  idea,  with  what 
items  of  interest  we  could  collect  about  the  various  Queen’s  women,  also  of 
some  of  the  more  important  activities  of  the  University,  War  activities  this 
year,  and  a  corrected  list  of  Queen’s  Alumnae,  with  addresses. 

We  beg  a  kindly  reception  for  this,  our  first  attempt;  next  year  we  hope 
to  do  better,  and  in  the  interval,  we  will  be  very  glad,  quite  overjoyed,  in 
fact,  to  receive  items  of  interest,  corrections  of  addresses,  or  even  suggestions 
of  any  kind. 

The  paper  is  to  be  financed  by  membership  fees  paid  to  the  Alumnae 
Association,  and  a  copy  will  be  sent  to  each  member  on  payment  of  the  Annual 
fee.  We  beg  of  the  Alumnae  therefore,  to  remember  the  fees,  closing  as 
usual  with  an  appeal  for  money. 
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Fifth  Annual  Report  of  the  Queen’s  University  Alumnae 

Association. 

The  fifth  annual  meeting  of  the  Queen’s  University  Alumnae  Association 
was  held  on  April  21st,  1916,  in  the  Mathematics  Room  of  the  New  Arts 
Building,  the  President,  Mrs.  John  A.  Cooper  of  Toronto,  in  the  chair.  For 
the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Association  two  sessions  were  held.  The 
business  of  the  year  occupied  all  of  the  morning  session,  10  to  12.15,  and  part 
of  the  afternoon  session,  the  meeting  adjourning  at  3.30  to  Convocation  Hall, 
to  hear  the  addresses  of  the  day.  During  the  noon  recess  luncheon  was  served 
in  the  Red  Room  to  the  members  of  the  Association  and  their  friends.  The 
increase  in  the  interest  taken  in  the  business  discussions  and  in  the  number 
who  took  part  in  them  was  very  marked.  This  and  the  evident  enjoyment  of 
the  social  intercourse  during  luncheon  marked  the  all-day  session  as  a  very 
successful  experiment,  which  will  probably  be  repeated. 

The  following  amendments  to  the  constitution  were  carried.  Art  IV. 
is  amended  to  read:  “The  annual  membership  fee  shall  be  one  dollar.”  Art. 
V,  Clause  1,  is  amended  to  read:  “The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be 
elected  annually  and  shall  be  as  follows:  (a)  President;  (b)  1st  Vice-President; 
(c)  2nd  Vice-President;  (d)  3rd  Vice-President;  (e)  Secretary;  (f)  Treasurer; 
These  Officers,  together  with  eight  Councillors,  the  immediate  past  President 
and  the  conveners  of  committees,  shall  constitute  the  Executive.”  Art.  VI, 
Clause  1,  is  amended  to  read:  “The  regular  meetings  of  the  Association  shall 
be  held  annually  at  Kingston,  on  Good  Friday.” 

In  connection  with  Art.  IV  the  following  motion  was  also  carried:  “That 
for  the  incoming  year  at  least  25c.  of  the  new  fee  of  $1.00  be  set  aside  for  the 
Residence  Fund.” 

In  view  of  the  great  interest  taken  by  the  late  Dr.  P.  C.  Macgregor  of 
Almonte,  in  all  matters  affecting  the  interests  of  the  women  students  of 
Queen’s  University,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted:  “That  this  As¬ 
sociation  place  on  record  its  deep  sense  of  loss,  both  to  itself  and  to  the  Univer¬ 
sity,  in  the  death  of  the  late  Dr.  P.  C.  Macgregor  of  Almonte,  and  that  it 
tender  to  his  daughters,  Miss  Annie  and  Miss  Grace  Macgregor  of  Ottawa,  its 
most  heart-felt  sympathy  in  their  bereavement.” 

The  Secretary’s  report  for  1915-1916  showed  a  membership  of  192,  the 
receipts  for  the  year  were  $200.75,  and  the  expenditure  $131.77,  leaving  a 
balance  on  hand  of  $68.96.  Among  the  items  of  expenditure  was  $25.00 
donated  to  the  Hospital  Fund,  which  with  $90.00  subscribed  by  individual 
members,  had  made  a  total  of  $115.00  paid  into  that  fund  by  the  general 
Association.  A  card  system  has  been  installed  so  that  the  Association  is  now 
in  a  better  position  than  ever  to  deal  with  the  problem  of  keeping  a  correct 
list  of  names  and  addresses  of  alumnae. 

The  Treasurer’s  report  showed  a  total  of  $21,625.56  in  cash  for  the 
Residence  Fund,  $20,000.00  invested  in  City  of  Toronto  Debentures  at  5^2% 
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and  a  balance  of  $1,625.56  in  the  Bank  of  Montreal.  By  May  1st,  this  sum, 
with  the  interest  due,  would  cover  the  purchase  of  $2,000.00  worth  of  Anglo- 
French  bonds.  Besides  this  some  $3,000.00  was  still  due  on  subscriptions. 

Miss  A.  E.  Marty  of  Ottawa,  in  reporting  for  the  Residence  Committee, 
pointed  out  that  owing  to  the  abnormal  conditions,  it  had  been  impossible  to 
push  the  campaign  for  funds.  Queen’s  graduates  had  been  giving  liberally 
to  Queen’s  Hospital,  and  responding  to  other  patriotic  appeals.  The  booklet, 
“A  Child  of  the  Light,”  an  appreciation  of  the  life  of  Miss  Lulu  Smith,  written 
by  Miss  Machar,  had  brought  in  $22.50.  Ottawa  had  realized  $70.00  from 
its  annual  rummage  sale.  However,  with  $22,000.00  well  invested,  there  was 
no  need  for  discouragement;  all  that  was  needed  was  a  little  patience  and  the 
Women’s  Residence  would  be  a  reality. 

Miss  F.  O’Donnell  of  Kingston,  Convener  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Representation  of  Women,  reported  that  the  committee  had  sent  out  over 

I, 300  circulars  in  support  of  our  candidate,  Miss  E.  J.  McManus,  M.A.,  of 
Ottawa,  who  had  been  duly  elected  to  the  University  Council.  Miss  M.  J. 
Thompson,  B.A.,  of  Belleville,  had  resigned  from  the  Council,  leaving  one 
year  of  her  term  still  to  be  filled.  The  Association  unanimously  chose  Mrs. 

J.  Macgillivray  of  Kingston,  Past  President  of  the  Association,  to  complete 
Miss  Thompson’s  term. 

Miss  D.  Stewart,  M.A.,  of  Ottawa,  Convener  of  the  Committee  on  House¬ 
hold  Science,  read  the  report  of  that  committee.  The  report  dealt  with  an 
examination  of  the  courses  offered  by  the  University  of  Toronto,  and  by  King’s 
College,  London.  Miss  Stewart  submitted  a  draft  of  a  suggested  four  year’s 
Household  and  Social  Science  Course,  the  first  year  being  devoted  entirely 
to  Arts  work.  The  report  brought  in  several  recommendations,  among  them 
that  such  a  faculty  be  established  at  Queen’s,  planned  in  conjunction  with  the 
new  Residence,  that  a  distinctive  degree  such  as  that  of  B.H.Sc.  be  given  for 
it,  and  that  Arts  students  should  be  enabled  to  substitute  Household  Science 
subjects  as  approved  by  the  Senate. 

A  new  and  very  interesting  feature  of  the  Annual  Meeting  was  the  reports 
of  Branch  Alumnae  Associations.  These  showed  that  in  such  centres  as 
Vancouver  and  Ottawa,  and  especially  Toronto  and  Kingston,  a  great  deal 
of  work  had  been  accomplished  for  the  Red  Cross  and  had  been  shipped  to  the 
Queen’s  University  Stationary  Hospital  No.  5,  then  at  Cairo.  The  local 
branches  had  added  to  these  shipments  sums  of  money,  which  were  forwarded 
through  Dr.  Williamson  of  Kingston.  The  President  reported  that  she  had 
just  received  the  sum  of  $24.00  from  the  Vancouver  Alumnae  to  be  added  to 
the  Hospital  Fund. 

The  members  of  the  various  women’s  Organizations  in  Kingston,  were 
invited  to  hear  the  addresses  which  were  delivered  in  Convocation  Hall, 
directly  on  completion  of  the  business  of  the  meeting.  Miss  W.  Harvey,  B.A., 
of  Toronto,  who  was  to  have  spoken  on  “The  Bureau  of  Employment  for 
Women”  was  unable  to  be  present,  and  Miss  A.  E.  Marty  of  Ottawa,  gave  a 


sketch  of  Miss  Harvey’s  connection  with  the  Bureau,  showing  the  valuable 
work  she  has  already  accomplished  in  investigation  and  organization,  and  the 
promise  of  a  most  efficient  future  for  the  Bureau  under  her  leadership. 

The  address  of  the  day  was  delivered  by  Miss  C.  M.  Derick,  M.A., 
Professor  of  Morphological  Botany,  McGill  University,  on  “Women  and  War.” 
Miss  Derick  gave  a  most  interesting  account  of  the  wonderful  things  which  have 
been  accomplished  by  the  women  of  Great  Britain  in  all  kinds  of  organized 
medical  and  relief  work  in  all  the  countries  affected  by  the  war.  The  speaker 
also  dealt  with  the  rapid  breaking  down  of  the  barriers  which  have  debarred 
women  from  many  walks  of  life,  and  the  success  which  attends  their  entrance 
into  these.  Miss  Derick  saw  in  all  this  a  permanent  widening  of  the  range  of 
possibilities  for  women,  and  a  long  step  towards  the  time  when  women  shall 
have  the  right  to  untrammelled  development,  for  so  long  the  exclusive  privilege 
of  man. 

A  vote  of  thanks  to  Miss  Derick  was  moved  in  most  happy  and  fitting 
terms  by  Miss  A.  M.  Machar  of  Kingston,  seconded  by  Mrs.  H.  A.  Lavell, 
and  carried  amid  vigorous  applause.

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QUEEN’S  UNIVERSITY  HOSPITAL  AND  RED  CROSS 

WORK. 

(No.  5.  STATIONARY  HOSPITAL) 


Queen’s  Hospital,  known  officially  as  No.  5  Stationary  Hospital, 
(Queen’s)  )  left  Kingston  May  5th,  1915.  The  unit  was  composed  of  eight 
officers,  thirty-five  nurses  and  seventy-four  men  under  the  command  of  Lt.-Col. 
Etherington.  On  arrival  in  England  it  was  found  that  their  services  were 
not  mmediately  required  in  France,  so  the  staff  and  men  were  placed  in 
charge  of  a  Tent  Hospital  at  St.  Martin’s  Plain,  near  Folkstone,  also  of  the 
sick  parades  of  several  regiments  in  camp  near  by.  In  the  meantime  the 
nurses  were  sent  to  France  and  distributed  among  the  various  hospitals,  to  help 
there  until  Queen’s  Hospital  was  fully  established.  The  unit  remained  in 
charge  of  this  work  for  two  months  and  during  that  time  t  was  able  to  perfect 
its  organization,  try  out  the  men  for  their  various  dutie  ,  and  at  the  same  time 
render  important  and  valuable  service  to  the  Imperial  Forces.  The  Director 
General  of  Medical  Services,  visiting  the  Hospital  at  the  time  it  was  handed 
over  to  another  unit,  expressed  himself  as  entirely  satisfied  with  the  work 
done  and  the  results  accomplished.  The  reputation  established  in  this  short 
time  no  doubt  influenced  the  War  Office  in  determining  to  send  the  Unit  to 
the  Mediterranean,  and  to  double  the  capacity  from  two  hundred  to  four 
hundred  beds. 

Reinforcements  composed  of  four  officers  and  forty-three  men  left 
Kingston  in  July,  1915,  reaching  England  in  time  to  join  the  Unit  and  leave 
with  them  on  the  1st  of  August  for  the  East.  They  arrived  at  Alexandria 
August  12th,  and  were  ordered  to  Cairo  where  the  Plospital  was  quickly 
established  in  the  Abbassia  Barracks.  Here  over  nine  thousand  patients 
were  treated,  and  again  the  work  of  the  Hospital  was  highly  recommended  by 
the  authorities,  as  the  following  letter  from  the  Director  of  Medical  Services 
in  Egypt  will  show. 

“Headquarters,  British  Force  in  Egypt, 

Cairo,  23rd  December,  1915. 

From  Surgeon  General  R.  W.  Ford,  D.S.O.,  D.M.S.,  Egypt. 

To  Lieut. -Col.  J.  C.  Connell,  Dean  Medical  Faculty,  Queen’s  University. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  place  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
excellent  professional  work  carried  out  by  No.  5  Stationary  Hospital  (Queen’s 
University)  Canadian  Mediterranean  Force,  Abbassia  Barracks,  Cairo,  Egypt. 

I  regard  myself  as  be  ng  particularly  fortunate  in  having  so  useful  and 
efficient  a  Unit.  I  particularly  wdsh  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  high 
professional  standard  of  the  work  of  this  Hospital,  and  the  excellent  results 
that  have  followed,  in  every  way  beneficial  to  the  army. 
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A  very  large  number  of  soldiers  have  been  treated  in  this  Hospital,  both 
from  the  Dardanelles  and  elsewhere  overseas  and  I  gratefully  acknowledge 
the  great  service  the  Hospital  has  rendered  to  the  sick  and  wounded  of  the 
British  Army  in  Egypt.  The  Hospital  has  been  excellently  organized  and  I 
particularly  admire  the  arrangements  of  various  Departments  which  reflect 
great  credit  on  all  concerned.  The  administration  is  in  the  hands  of  a  most 
capable  Commanding  Officer,  (Lieut. -Col.  Etherington)  to  whom  it  owes  very 
largely  the  reputation  it  has  so  justly  earned.  Indeed  I  consider  this  unit 
a  credit  to  Queen’s  University  and  to  Canada. 

I  shall  feel  honoured  if  these  few  words  of  appreciation  from  me  find  a 
place  in  the  records  of  the  University,  so  that  future  generations  of  students 
may  be  told  what  has  been  achieved  in  the  past  by  their  predecessors  and  this 
should  stimulate  them  to  similar  efforts  should  the  “call”  of  duty  sound  again.

In  December,  1915,  the  War  Office  decided  to  enlarge  the  Hospital  to 
the  establishment  of  a  General  Hospital  of  one  thousand  and  forty  beds. 
Reinforcements  composed  of  twenty  Captains,  forty-eight  Nurses,  one  Warrant 
Officer  and  eighty-five  men  were  ready  to  leave  England  by  the  last  week  in 
January,  but  delay  in  regard  to  transportation  detained  them  until  February 
28th,  when  they  sailed  for  England. 

In  the  meantime  the  situation  in  Egypt  changed  and  the  Hospital  was 
ordered  elsewhere  and  embarked  from  Egypt  in  April.  A  cable  received  by 
Dean  Connell  on  May  8th,  stated  that  the  Hospital  is  now  established  at 
Treport,  France,  and  the  reinforcements  which  have  been  in  England  are  to 
join  the  Hospital  at  once.  The  Hospital  is  now  known  as  No.  7  General 
Hospital  (Queen’s). 

When  the  Hospital  was  first  organized  the  Faculty  asked  the  graduates 
and  friends  for  subscriptions  towards  special  equipment  and  maintenance, 
and  over  $23,000.00  has  been  subscribed.  In  addition  an  enormous  quantity 
of  hospital  supplies  and  comforts  have  been  received  from  various  sources. 
The  Kingston  Branch  of  the  Canadian  Red  Cross  donated  all  its  supplies, 
and  has  charge  of  the  packing  of  all  supplies  for  the  Hospital.  It  would  be 
impossible  to  name  all  the  individual  societies  which  have  contributed  supplies. 
All  the  Alumni  Societies  of  the  University  have  contributed,  time  and  time 
again.  Shipments  have  been  sent  regularly  containing,  dressings,  socks, 
army  shirts,  pyjama  suits,  nightshirts,  bed  jackets,  etc.,  and  various  comforts. 
Kingston  friends  sent  Christmas  stockings  for  each  patient,  while  Napanee  sent 
one  for  each  of  the  men.  The  nurses  were  sent  candy,  even  the  officers  were 
not  forgotten,  and  reports  received  showed  that  Christmas  day  had  been  en-

joyed  by  all.  Other  Kingston  friends  donated  a  gramophone  which  was  very 
much  appreciated  as  it  arrived  in  time  to  take  part  in  the  Christmas  festivities, 
Shipments  will  be  sent  as  formerly,  and  for  this  larger  Hospital  more  supplies 
than  ever  can  be  used.

RED  CROSS  WORK  AT  QUEEN’S.

This  year  the  women  students  at  Queen’s  pursued  a  somewhat  different 
plan  for  their  Red  Cross  Work  from  that  followed  last  year.  Acting  upon 
the  advice  of  Mrs.  Martin,  President  of  the  Kingston  Red  Cross  Society,  and 
also  of  Mrs.  Goodwin,  President  of  the  Queen’s  organization  of  last  year,  the 
women  students  dec  ded  to  confine  themselves  to  one  kind  of  work,  the 
making  of  heavy  cotton  rolled  bandages  of  various  widths,  instead  of  attempt¬ 
ing  to  learn  several  kinds  of  work. 

Throughout  the  session  the  Red  Library  has  been  used  five  afternoons 
in  the  week  as  a  workroom  for  the  making  of  bandages.  The  material  has 
been  brought  over  from  the  Old  Medical  Building,  the  headquarters  of  the 
Kingston  Red  Cross  Society  this  year,  and  the  rolling-machines  were  con¬ 
tributed  by  Mr.  Birkett,  of  the  Locomotive  Works.  Mrs.  Hedman,  Mrs. 
Symons,  Mrs.  Goodwin,  Mrs.  Chown,  Mrs.  Lothrop,  Mrs.  Drewry,  Miss  May 
Ross,  Miss  Fowler,  Mrs.  Coleman,  and  Mrs.  McNeill,  acted  as  superintendents 
of  the  work,  two  taking  one  afternoon  in  the  week.  A  great  deal  of  the  hand¬ 
rolling  has  been  done  by  the  girls  at  their  Levana,  Y.W.C.A.,  and  Year  meet¬ 
ings,  and  nearly  as  much  has  been  done  at  home  by  girls  who  were  unable 
to  devote  time  to  the  work  in  the  afternoon.  About  150  bolts  of  cotton  have 
been  converted  into  nearly  15,000  bandages,  and  these  bandages  have  been 
tied  up  in  bundles  of  one  dozen  each  ready  for  packing. 

In  addition  to  bandage-making,  the  women  students  have  interested 
themselves  in  the  work  in  various  ways.  They  contributed  the  entire  proceeds 
of  their  annual  Levana  Tea,  about  $100,  to  the  Kingston  Red  Cross  Society 
for  the  purchase  of  material,  and  also  the  proceeds  from  one  table,  about  $8, 
at  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  Tea  and  Sale.  The  proceeds  of  an  ice  hockey  game  played 
by  women  students,  about  $55,  were  given  to  the  Queen’s  Hospital  for  two 
beds. 

The  women  students  of  Queen’s  deserve  warmest  praise  for  their 
generosity,  industry,  and  intense  patriotic  zeal,  which  have  resulted  in  this 
splendid  record  of  wTork  accomplished  in  a  crowded  short  session. 
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QUEEN’S  MEN  ON  ACTIVE  SERVICE. 

The  “Overseas  Number”  of  the  Queen’s  University  Journal,  published 
on  April  22nd  last,  contains  lists  of  Queen’s  men,  graduates  and  under¬ 
graduates,  staff  and  students  who  have  answered  their  country’s  call.  It  is 
an  imposing  array,  name  after  name,  and  shows  that  Queen’s  has  given  of 
her  best  for  her  country. 

There  are  some  three  or  four  hundred  men  serving  in  other  than  Queen’s 
units,  some  with  the  British  forces,  but  most  with  the  Canadians,  and 
in  every  branch,  in  the  R.A.M.C.,  Infantry,  Artillery,  Cavalry,  Engineers, 
etc.  Over  twenty  of  the  staff  are  also  on  Active  Service.  The  University 
has  been  doing  her  part  since  the  very  first  call,  and  more  and  more  men  are 
still  enlisting. 

Shortly  after  the  outbreak  of  the  War,  Queen’s  undertook  to  form  a  unit 
of  the  O.T.C.,  which  has  done  valuable  work, 

In  the  Spring  of  1915,  a  Hospital  was  offered  by  them  and  accepted. 
This,  the  No.  5  Stationary  (Queen’s),  was  sent  to  Cairo,  but  is  now  established 
in  France.  Re-inf orcements  were  sent  in  July  and  again  in  January  of  the 
present  vear. 

A  number  of  Science  men  joined  as  Engineers  and  left  with  the  first 
Contingent,  serving  in  the  1st,  2nd  and  3rd  Field  Coy’s.,  Canadian  Engineers. 
Then  eighty  Queen’s  men  went  together  in  the  6th  Field  Co.,  in  the  2nd 
Division.  These  have  been  in  active  service  since  September,  1915.  Recently 
a  number  left  with  the  8th  Field  Co.,  in  the  3rd  Division,  and  still  more  are 
in  training. 

In  January  of  this  year,  Queen’s  sent  a  Battery,  the  46th,  knowm  as  the 
Queen’s  Battery,  with  the  9th  Artillery  Brigade,  and  these  are  still  in  training 
at  Whilly.  but  expect  to  go  into  action  shortly.  The  50th  (Queen’s)  Battery 
is  now  ready  to  leave  and  again  more  men  are  in  training. 

This  has  meant  a  great  drain  on  the  University  in  every  way,  financially 
of  course,  but  the  work  has  practically  only  been  continued  for  the  increasing 
number  of  women  students.  But  the  spirit  of  Queen’s  has  always  been  the 
spirit  of  self-sacrifice  and  richly  giving,  and  in  this  time  of  world  calamity 
she  has  stood  true  to  her  ideals,  and  we  women  of  Queen’s  are  proud  of  our 
men  who  have  gone,  and  who  have  given  everything  for  their  country’s  sake.
